On  the  Women’s  ring  the  stone 
is  oblong  with  the  Cougar,  Y, 
and  year  super-imposed  on  it. 
The  shanks  are  similar  to  the 
men’s  rings.  The  women,  how- 
ever, can  get  a ring  with  a nar- 
row shank. 

The  commissions  from  ring 
sales  go  to  the  senior  class  pro- 
ject, trees  for  the  physical  sci- 
ence building.

Cougar  and  Ute  fans  get  one  more  chance  to  make  a go-or  let 
go-of  sportsmanship  in  major  sports  contests  this  year  when  the 
basketball  teams  of  the  two  schools  play  the  second  series  this 
week-end. 

To  say  that  relationships  between  the  two  schools  in  competi- 
tion so  far  this  year  has  been  strained  would  be  an  understate- 
ment comparable  to  calling  Russia  slightly  socialistic. 

A bitter  antagonism  that  was  intensified  when  the  Cats  and 
Redskins  battled  out  a 28-28  tie  on  the  gridiron  earlier  in  the 
season  blossomed  like  a case  of  measles  in  the  first  cage  series 
week  before  last.

We  have  good  faith  that  the  Utah  cheerleaders  will  abide  their 
promise  and  contain  themselves  within  their  limited  area.  In  turn 
we  hope  to  live  up  to  our  end  of  the  bargain. 

But  should  something ' unforeseen  turn  the  hearts  of  our  com- 
petitors, let’s  not  let  one  rotten  apple  spoil  the  whole  bushel  the 
way  it  did  last  time. — Reid  Fillmore.

The  Brigham  Young  basketball 
squad’s  ability  to  rack  up  the 
points  is  equaled  only  by  its  abil- 
ity to  stow  away  the  grub. 

Training  table  is  conducted  at 
the  Y for  the  evening  meal  only. 
That  follows  the  daily  afternoon 
practice  session,  in  which  the 
lanky  lads  sharpen  their  appetites 
as  well  as  their  shooting  eyes. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Black,  cook?  for  the 
cagers,  has  only  one  complaint. 
“They’re  a wonderful  bunch  of 
boys,  but  you  can’t  fill  them  up,” 
she  says.  Mrs.  Black  has  cooked 
for  the  basketball  players  for 
four  years,  and  says  she  has  en- 
joyed every  minute  of  it.  So  has 
the  squad. 

Favorite  dishes  of  the  athletes 
are  mashed  potatoes,  steak,  fruit 
salad  and  plenty  of  milk.  Many 
of  the  boys  are  not  especially 
partial  to  vegetables,  but  the 
coach  sees  to  it  that  they  get 
plenty  to  maintain  full  health. 
Two,  or  three  (or  even  four) 
glass*es  of  milk  per  boy  pet  meal 
keeps  the  BYU  dairy  farm  on  its 
toes. 

Dinner  comes  early  on  days 


when  games  are  acneauled.  Usu- 
ally basketball  games  start  at  8 
p.m.  and  the  last  meal  before  the 
game  is  served  the  players  at  4 
p.m.  The  special  "battle”  menu 
is  prescribed  by  Winifred  Wilkin- 
son, dietician  and  cafeteria  man- 
ager. It  consists  of  a seven-ounce 
steak,  baked  potato,  vegetable 
without  skins  or  seeds,  salad, 
fruit,  sherbet,  plenty  of  toast  and 
honey,  and  fruit  juice.  At  the 
game  during  halftime,  oranges 
are  served  to  give  the  athletes 
refreshment  and  quick  energy. 

Strangely  enough,  after  the 
long,  fast  and  strenuous  ex- 
ercise of  a game  the  players 
eat  lightly.  Coach  Stan  Watts 
buys  the  boys  the  after-game 
meal  and  says  they  are  still 
tense  and  usually  will  eat 
only  a sandwich  and  a malt. 
Coach  Watts,  Freshman  Coach 
Bob  Bunker  and  Trainer  Rod 
Kimball  eat  with  the  players. 
“It’s  great  for  good  fellowship,” 
Stan  explains. 

And  Mrs.  Black  doesn’t  worry 
about  the  coaches.  "I  can  fill 
them  up  all  right,”  she  says.

General  Moore  Dies 

On  the  United  Nations  front  in 
Korea,  the  death  of  Maj.  Gen. 
Bryant  Mcfore,  U.S.  NinthNCorps 
commander,  came  at  a time  of 
increased  U.N.  gains  in  a two- 
pronged offensive,  which  saw 
communist  supply  lines  cut. 

Moore  is  the  third  U.S.  General 
to  lose  his  life  in  the  Korean  war. 
Early  in  the  campaign,  maj.  Gen. 
Dean  was  missing  and  is  now 
presumed  dead.  In  December  Lt. 
Gen.  Walton  Walker  was  killed 
in  a jeep  accident. 

Commanding  officers  with  the 
qualities  of  these  men  are  sorely 
needed  in  the  present  offensive. 
The  type  of  warfare  being  exe- 
cuted in  Korea  is  that  of  killing 
as  many  communists  as  possible 
with  no  emphasis  on  amount  of 
area  taken. 

Republican  Rift 

At  home,  the  rift  in  the  Re- 
publican party  over  additional 
troops  for  Europe  was  widened 
this  week  by  Gov.  Thomas  E. 
Dewey  of  Nqw  • York.  Dewey, 
testifying  before  two  senate  com- 
mittees, came  out  squarely  in 
favor  of  a build-up  of  European 
fore'es  with  Americans.  As  op- 
posed by  Hoover,  Taft,  and  Wher- 
ry, Gov.  Dewey  alone,  of  all  Re- 
publican leaders,  sems  to  be  fa- 
cing reality  in  light  of  the  pres- 
ent world  situation. 

His  support  of  one  of  the  most 
popular  leaders  in  the  world  to- 
day, Gen.  Dwight  Eisenhower, 
should  give  additional  encourage- 
ment to  the  Atlantic  Pact  na- 
tions. 

Nobel  Peace  Prize 

Turning  to  peace,  we  find  that 
of  35  persons  and  organizations 
nominated  for  the  1951  Nobel 
Peace  prize,  nine  are  Americans. 
Among  them  are  Robert  M. 
Hutchins,  former  University  of 
Chicago  president,  and  U.S.  Su- 
preme Court  Justice  Robert  H. 
Jackson.  One  American  organ- 
ization, CARE,  was  named. 

The  winner  last  year  was 
Ralph  Bunche,  the  first  negro 
and  11th  American  to  be  so  hon- 
ored. This  year’s  winner  will  be 
announced  between  Sept.  1 and 
Dec.  10.

Summer  School 
To  Add  Two 
Dance  Experts 

Two  internationally  outstand- 
ing teachers  of  recreational  danc- 
ing have  been  engaged  for  the 
1951  summer  quarter  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  according  to 
Dr.  C.  J.  Hart,  chairman  of  the 
physical  education  department. 

They  are  Vyts  Beliajus,  author- 
ity on  folk  dancing,  and  Herbert 
Greggerson,  square  dance  expert. 
This  will  mark  Mr.  Beliajus’  sec- 
ond summer  on  campus,  and  Mr. 
Greggerson’s  third. 

Mr.  Beliajus  will  teach  the 
first  three  weeks  of  summer 
school  June  11  through  June  29. 
Mr.  Greggerson  will  be  on  cam- 
pus six  days,  Wednesday,  June 
27  through  Tuesday,  July  3,  They 
will  offer  both  credit  and  non- 
credit instruction  for  people  of 
the  inter-mountain  area.  Both 
men  will  teach  evening  courses  so 
that  everyone  interested  may 
take  advantage  of  their  instruc- 
tion. 

A native  of  Lithuania,  Mr.  Bel- 
iajus has  built  an  international 
reputation  for  his  knowledge  of 
folk  dances.  He  has  taught  at 
George  Williams  College  in  Chi- 
cago, an  institution  noted  for  its 
dance  instruction;  at  College  of 
the  Pacific  in  Stockton,  Calif., 
and  has  led  various  California 
dance  festivals.  He  is  editor  of 
the  Lithuanian  folk  dance-  mag- 
azine, “Viltis.”  He  has  produced 
outstanding  dance  programs  in 
the  Chicago  area,  and  has  written 
extensively  on  dancing. 

Mr.  Greggerson  will  return 
from  Aruba,  Netherlands,  West 
Indies,  where  he  has  been  teach- 
ing square  dancing,  to  teach  at 
BYU.  He  published  a book  on 
dancing,  “Blue  Bonnet  Calls.”  He 
has  conducted  schools  of  dancing 
in  Texas  and  New  Mexico  for 
extended  periods  of  time,  and 
each  year  tours  the  country  from 
coast  to  coast  as  a guest  instruc- 
tor. Mr.  Greggerson  also  pub- 
lishes the  square  dance  magazine, 
“Foot  ’N  Fiddle.”

Just  how  well  will  BYU  do  in  the  NIT  and  NCAA  tournaments 
to  be  held  next  month?  That’s  the  question  on  the  lips  and  in  the 
minds  of  many  central  Utah  sports  fans.  Well,  let’s  take  a look  at 
a few  of  the  teams  the  Y is  liable  to  meet  and  try  in  some  small 
measure  to  answer  that  question. 

But  before  we  get  to  the  other  teams,  just  how  good  is  BYU 
itself.  About  the  only  way  to  judge  how  good,  defensively,  a team 
is,  is  to  watch  them  in  action,  since  figures  don’t  tell  the  story.  This 
business  of  the  best  team  in  the  nation  defensively  is  a lot  of 
malarky. 

A team  that  plays  a control  type  offense  naturally  lias  a 
better  defensive  average  than  a fast  breaking  club.  Point 
made?  Let’s  move  on.  When  it  comes  to  defense,  BYU,  we 
believe,  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation.  They  have  five  fast 
agile  men  who  Can  stay  as  close  to  a man  as  a sweaty  under- 
shirt. 

They  sag  off  beautifully  on  an  unusually  tough  pivot  man 
and  seldom  get  faked  out  of  position.  They  cover  up  well  on  a 
fast  break  until  they  can  get  back  to  their  assigned  men.  BYU 
also  is  very  tough  when  it  comes  to  rebounds. 

Offensively,  the  Cougars  are  in  fine  shape.  Much  credit 
must  be  given  coach  Stan  Watts  for  the  job  he  lias  done  in 
making  BYU  a team  of  five  scorers  all  capable  of  15  or  20 
points.  Thus  a team  cannot  concentrate  on  stopping  one  man 
but  must  play  each  man  as  a scoring  threat. 

Nor  does  the  scoring  end  with  the  first  five.  ' Russ  Hillman, 
Dick  Jones,  and  Boyd  Jarman  are  all  capable  men  when  it  comes 
to  splitting  the  cords. 

BUt  on  to  the  NIT.  Of  the  other  three  teams  first  to  enter  the 
NIT  we  feel  that  BYU  can  handle  all  three.  Arizona  has  a good 
club  but  does  not  stack  up  too  high  against  BYU.  North  Carolina 
State  has  a sound  team  and  boasts  high  scoring  Sam  Ranzino. 
Horvath,  their  center,  is  also  a good  boy  but  can  be  handled  by 
Hutch. 

Villanova  proved  that  the  way  to  stop  N.  C.  State  is  to 
stop  Mr.  Ranzino.  They  stopped  him  twice  and  beat  them  twice. 
St.  Johns  builds  their  offense  around  big  6’6”  Bob  Zawoluk. 
Zawoluk  is  one  fine  pivot  man  and  would  come  in  for  special 
attention  but  he,  too,  can  be  handled. 

Other  teams  being  considered  for  the  NIT  are  Kentucky, 
Oklahoma  A & M,  Kansas  State,  Cincinnati,  LaSalle,  Fordham, 
Manhatten,  Niagara,  and  Seton  Hall.  Of  these  Kentucky,  Okla- 
homa A & M,  and  Kansas  State  are  the  toughies.  BYU  needs  a 
hot  night  to  top  these  three  teams  but  the  others  aren’t  so  tough. 

In  the  western  NCAA,  BYU  will  have  as  tourney  mates, 
Arizona  (already  in),  Oklahoma  A & M,  and  possibly  Kansas 
State  and  Southern  California  beside  the  southwest  conference 
winner  and  three  members  at  large.  ' The  tough  ones  in  this 
run  down  are  again  Oklahoma  A & M and  Kansas  State. 

The  Aggies  play  an  excellent  ball  control  game  and  are  demons 
when  it  comes  to  defense.  This  would  be  a great  game  for  an  im- 
partial fan  to  watch.  According  to  word  received  from  Bob 
Crockett,  ex-UNIVERSE  wheel  now  attending  Colorado,  Kansas 
State  has  ten  equally  good  men.  To  which  we  can  only  say,  they 
can  only  use  five  at  a time. 

In  conclusion  we  can  safely  say  that  unless  BYU  develops 
tournament  jitters  they  will  give  a good  account  of  themselves.

Smith  Building 
Stage  Lights 
Being  Installed 

Installation  of  a permanent 
stage-lighting  system  has  been 
started  in  the  auditorium  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University’s  Joseph 
Smith  building,  according  to  Dr. 
T.  Earl  Pardoe,  speech  depart- 
ment chairman. 

Known  as  the  Davis  Dimmer, 
the  lighting  system  control  is 
hailed  by  authorities  as  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  control  units 
ever  manufactured  for  stage 
lighting.  It  is  characterized  by 
compactness,  minimum  of  heat, 
durable  parts,  complete  flexibility 
of  control  and  simplicity  of  op- 
eration, Dr.  Pardoe  said. 

The  unit  is  used  by  traveling 
theatre  companies  such  as  the 
Martha  Graham  Dance  Company, 
by  professional  theatre  groups, 
and  by  many  college  theatre 
groups. 

Developed  by  Y Alum 

The  unit  was  developed  by 
Ariel  Davis  of  Provo,  a former 
student  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. During  his  college  days, 
he  worked  regularly  “backstage.” 

The  development  of  this  light- 
ing system  is  the  culmination  of 
"all  the  effects  we  needed  then, 
but  couldn’t  produce,”  Mr.  Davis 
said. 

His  system  will  assure  at  least 
50  per  cent  more  light  in  the 
auditorium  than  we  have  ever 
had  before,  according  to  Dr.  Par- 
doe. It  will  include  30  spotlights 
of  300  watts  each,  two  Davis  dim- 
mers, and  a plugging  panel  which 
will  give  complete  lighting  flexi- 
bility, with  any  load  or  combina- 
tion of  loads  controlled  by  the 
dimmers.
